a bonding affinity for the virus coat polypeptide sequence, and an amino acid sequence spacer 
linked to both the virus coat polypeptide sequence and viral receptor polypeptide sequence and 
positioned therebetween to form a single chain polypeptide, wherein the spacer consists of an 
amino acid sequence of sufficient length to allow the single chain polypeptide to fold thereby 
permitting the virus coat polypeptide sequence and the viral receptor polypeptide sequence to 
form an intramolecular interacting complex.

The chimeric polypeptide of claim 1, wherein the intramolecular interacting complex 
formed between the virus coat polypeptide sequence and the viral receptor polypeptide sequence 
exposes an epitope that is hidden without the formation of the intramolecular interacting 
complex.
